Chief of Police Burnham, of Ruther­ 
ford, would not admit that an arrest 
had been made. He aaid the matter 
was still in the hands of the federal 
officials, who were continuing their In­ 
vestigation. 
Frank M. Buckles, of Rutherford, 
postmaster and leader of the Taft or­ 
ganization in Bergen county, said: 
“The 12,o00 persons assembled in 
the public square were disappointed 
in not hearing the president speak, 
because of the act of a vandal. 
As 
the 
package 
struck the president's 
face he was about to apeek, but the 
sed er service men puehed him back 
in his seat ami took charge of the af 
fair. They ordered the car ahead at 
full speed through the crowd, not 
kuowlng what was in the paper, and 
got away. Later they informed me that 
the paper bad been soaked In water 
to make it heavy.”

Trenton, N. J., May SO.—The Roose­ 
velt victory In New Jersey at Tues­ 
day’s primaries was so complete and 
so widespread as to leave but little 
consolation for the regular Republi­ 
can organization which, although di­ 
vided, had in the main supported Pres­ 
ident Taft. 
From tho latest returns it appears 
that Roosevelt carried the state by a 
majority of between 16,IKK) and 17.00U 
over Tart. The colonel not only car­ 
ried all of the twelve congressional 
districts and the four 
delegates at- 
laige. giving him the entire twenty- 
eight delegates from the state, but he 
got a majority ou the preferential vote 
in nearly ail of the twenty-one coun 
ties. The few scattering counties that 
are placed in the Taft column gave the 
president such narrow margins as to 
be almost negligible. 
With about 40 per cent of the Re- 
publicau vote polled in the state at 
large, the Roosevelt victory was ail 
that his most ardent followers had 
hoped for aud more than most of them 
had expected. 
Notwithstanding tho loss of the four 
delegates in the two Essex districts 
controlled 
by former United State* 
Senator James Smith. Jr., and James 
R. Nugent, Governor Wilson’s victory 
is scarcely less satisfactory to his lol- 
lowers on the Democratic side. With 
the single exception of Essex county, 
there were only two or three districts 
in the state in which the Wilson op­ 
position made even a substantial show­ 
ing, so that the Wilsou faction feet 
confidant in claiming that New Jersey 
Deuioi racy 
is 
practically unanimous 
for the governor. 
Revised returns showed little sub 
stands! change. 
The First district, 
consisting of Camden, Gloucester sud 
Salem counties, was carried by Roose­ 
velt by about 325 plurality. 
In the 
Second district, made up of Cape May, 
Cumberland, Atlantic aud Burlington 
counties, Roosevelt had a majority of 
nearly 2000. He carried all three coun­ 
ties except Atlantic, whit h gave the 
president "tilt majority.

jority of nearly 2000. The Ninth and 
Tenth districts, comprising the rest ut 
Easex, gave him majorities of approxi­ 
mately loot* and 1200 respectively. The 
Eleventh and Twelfth districts, con­ 
stituting the greater part of Hudson 
county, went for Roosevelt bv approxi­ 
mately lino and 1700 respectively.

If the frontier line of Egypt were 
I carried about four miles to the west

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A aron Burr, the M an Who 
Would Bo King 
T 


HE good peo­ 
ple of Jersey 
in 1773 were 
horrified by a 
"fall from grace” 
on the part of one 
of their best loved, 
most p r o m t s ing 
youths. 
The lad 
was s e v e n t e e n 
year-old 
A a r o n 
Burr, son of the AA RO bf OU RH 
president of Princeton 
college, 
son 
and grandson of famous clergymen. 
He him self bad been prepared tor col­ 
lege at eleven and had been a Prince­ 
ton grafu ate at sixteen. 
Then, after 
studying theology for a year, he calm ­ 
ly announced that he did not believe 
in religion of any sort. 
His private 
life had already proved him to be as 
lacking in morals as in Godliness. 
Burr was only nineteen when the 
revolution 
began. 
He dropped 
the 
study of law and enlisted as a private 
soldier in the patrltft army. 
Hut he 
tired of re f ular m ilitary life and went 
as a volunteer with Benedict Arnold 
on the Arnoid-Mc 'tgom ery expedition 
against Quebec. 
He quarreled with 
Arnold and Joined Montgomery. Then 
he quarreled 
with 
Montgomery and 
w ent back to Arnold. 
He could "get 
on" with no commander. Yet so brave­ 
ly did be fight in that unfortunate ex­ 
pedition that on his return he was 
made a major. 
He 
Joined 
George 
W ashington’s 
staff. He and the chief wer# about aa 
well suited to each other as a rattle­ 
snake and a war horse. 
Burr openly 
sneered at W ashington's stiff discip­ 
line 
and 
lofty 
honor. 
W ashington 
found B urr’s evil morals disgusting and 
was enraged at 
the 
youth's 
Impu­ 
dence. 
Then and there began a mu­ 
tual and lifelong hatred. 
After 
six 
weeks, Burr left W ashington’s staff 
and 
Joined 
Gen. 
Israel 
P utnam s, 
Though be and “Old Put” did not agree 
especially well with each other, B urr’s 
courage and 
military 
talent 
raised 
him, In 1777, to the rank of lieutenant 
color. ti. And he fought gallantly until 
1779. Then, sick of war and angry be­ 
cause he was not promoted faster, he 
left the army. 
(He bad long been one or W ashing­ 
ton’s opponents and had taken lively 
part in the Lee and Gates conspiracies 
against the chief. 
This and hrs quar­ 
relsome nature may have been what 
barred him from promotion. 
For as 
long as W ashington was 
in 
power 
Burr w h s made to feel the weight of 
bls enmity. 
In later years Burr wa* 
mentioned for m inister to France and 
for other high government posts. But 
President W ashington always refused 
bim such honors.) 
Leaving th# arm y, Burr beearn# a 
lawyer aud h o o d afterw ard moved to 
Ne* York. 
H# rose to the height of 
his profession, m arried a rich widow 
aud speedily became a mighty power 
Ic New York politics. In 1798 he was 
attorney general, and In 1791 went to 
the Lotted States senate. 
In Ikon be 
"tied" with Thom as Jefferson in the 
election for president. 
In order to 
win the presidency ba deserted h it 
political friends 
and 
curried favor 
with bls party’s foes. 
But in spite of 
these and other sharp tactics Jeffer­ 
son was at length elected. 
Burr, by 
the custom or those days, became vice­ 
president. 
It was the sum m it of 
his career. 
Then carua the gradual fall. Burr had 
a political 
quarrel 
with Alexander 
Hamlltou, which ended, July 7, 1804, 
lo a pistol duel at W eehawkea, N. J. 
Burr killed Hamilton. 
It was a fair 
fight, and one m an was probably no 
more to blume, In the quarrel, than 
the other. 
Yet Hamilton had been so 
popular that Burr after the duel was 
politically crushed. 
Smarting with anger at the public’s 
disapproval, Burr want to the south­ 
west sad there plunged with feverish 
energy 
into 
a 
m ysterious 
acheat# 
whose exact nature la still doubtful. 
The general testim ony 
la 
th at 
he 
planned to conquer 
Mexico and 
to 
merge It with Texas, Louisiana, etc., 
into a great southw estern 
kingdom, 
empire or republic, with New Orleans 
for its capital and 
himself 
ae 
Its 
ruler. 
The schem e flourished for s 
time, but collapsed when the United 
States governm ent denounced It and 
arrested Burr for treason. 
Burr w iz 
acquitted but found it wise to leav# 
America. 
He went to England, where 
he was m aturing new plana when the 
British expelled bim as "an em barras­ 
sing person." 
He was forbidden to 
return to bls own country and for a 
tim e drifted 
about Europe, alm ost 
penniless. 


But in 1812 he sailed for New York, 
disguised, and opened a law office on 
Nassau street 
His 
genius 
quickly 
enabled him to win a new 
fortune. 
He added to his wealth by m arrying a 
second widow, Mme. Jum el, who left 
bim after he had squandered much of 
her fortune. 
la the course of the next few years 
hard luck 
came 
again. 
Old, Infirm, 
poor, shunned by his form er friends, 
bis family gone. Aaron 
Burr 
finally 
became an object of charity and died 
at Port Richmond, 8. I., Septem ber l l , 
1836 


FAMOUS SWORDS OF SPAIN 


For tenturfss Toledo Stood First In 
tbs Making of That Kqulpmsnt 
sf tbs Soldier. 


Th# sw ords of Spain hav# always 
been celebrated. 
Numerous authori­ 
ties m ight be quoted In testim ony of 
their unsurpassed excellence, even as 
long ago as the tim e of Cloero, who 
m akes honorable m ention of the little 
Spanish sword. 
It Is probable th at the m anufacture 
of swords continued at Tolodo until 
the epoch of the Gothlo kings, and It 
is certain that it v a l in full away In 
the ninth 
century. 
These 
swords 
served beyond doubt as a pattern for 
the weapons used by the Moors of 
Spain In the middle ages, still to be 
seen represented In the pictures at tb# 
Alhambra. 
The m aking of swords was not for­ 
m erly confined to one establishm ent. 
The espaderos, 
or 
sword 
m akers, 
worked at their own homes alone or 
w ith a certain num ber of apprentices. 
Like all craftsm en, they were bound 
together in guilds. 
Many of the kings of Castile accord­ 
ed to the finest swerd m akers of Tole­ 
do certain imposts and dutlea apper­ 
taining to the sale of swords, th# pur­ 
chase of Iron and steel and other pri­ 
m ary m aterial. 
The steel used by the #spaderos of 
I Madrid was obtained In an iron mine 
( situated about three m iles from Man- 
dragon In the Basque provinces. 
According to Palomeus, a Toledan 
swordm aker of the eighteenth century, 
it is an 
error 
to suppose that 
the 
Toledans preserved particular secrets 
for the tem pering of their arm s. They 
w ere compelled to Ute the w ater of 
the Tagus, as well as the fine w hite 
sand that the river contains In its bed. 
This sand served for the operation of 
w hat they term ed refnescar la caids, 
or cooling, for when the metal became 
red and commenced 
to 
throw 
off 
sparks 
the 
espaderos 
instantly 
sprinkled It with sand. 
The blade having become cherry- 
| red, they plunged the point Into 
a 
wooden reservoir full of the w ater of 
th# Tagus, and, having once cooled it, 
they straightened it aa much as was 
desirable. 
• 
They then subjected each of the 
blades as bad not hitherto been ex­ 
posed to the fire, and when It began to 
redden they took it by the tongue 
with red hot pincers and plunged It 
Into sheep suet until It cooled, an op­ 
eration th at Im parted tem per to It. 
One famous Toledan swordm aker of 
whom m ention is made was Julian, 
surnam ed El Moro, or the Moor, by 
reason of his coming from Granada, 
w here he worked until toward the end 
of the fifteenth 
century 
for 
King 
Poabdll.—H arper’s Weekly.

In the memory of some of us who 
are not grandm others, spelling 
was 
taught by a graduated system begin­ 
ning with the phonetic value of the 
letters. 
Th* spelling books—wa rec­ 
ognise it now—were designed to make 
learning easy. 
Long lists of words of 
sim ilar sound but with different initial 
letters w ere given, and possibly with 
one or two exception* or variations 
sandwiched in. 
The ear and th* mind, 
from frequent repetition, grew accus­ 
tomed to a certain combination, and, 
once learned. It was never forgotten. 
Today I take up the spelling book 
of a child just out of the kindergarten 
and attem pt to hear him his lesson. 
W hat do I aee? 
A Hat of "Things to 
Use on the Tabla " 
He spells "bread.’* 
“•alt" and "plates" 
correctly, 
and 
•ticks at "knives." 
He 
goes 
back. 
I studies It again and again sticks to 
! "knives." 
Why 
should 
knives 
b# 
spelled aa it la? He cannot understand 
The fact that it Is something to use 
on the table does not help bim 
I turn 
I to the preface of the book to see lf I 
can find what Rossetti would cal) “th# 
fundam ental brain work" underlying 
I the system, and learn that spelling,
